Almost ev en religious body has some 
kind of conference or tour or study pro- 
gram for 
its members. It m a y be a s a 
weekend retreat or 
a s ex tensiv e a s a 
summer school arrangement in Europe. 
Two factors are operating to make 
this more popular than ev er — an .in­ 
creasing amount of leisure time (with 
the nionev to go along with iti and an 
increasing dissatisfaction with the ordi­ 
nary routine of local church life.

This 
was a time to celebrate the richness of 
life through music. Said the catalogue,

share outlooks and insights on the new 


m us ic , and to partake of the wonder of 
what may be man’s highest communica­ 
tion. In addition, there will be a big dance 
on Saturday night and between times, 
all weekend, the music of the surf and the 
gurgle of the hot sulphur baths. $70 per 
person. 
The topics arc as wide and v aried as 
“ Yoga. S tudie s and Applications.” “ Lov e 
and Passion. Sex and Celibacy .” “ Aware­ 


n e s s Training For Dental Professionals” 
and “ Oracle Imagery and Centering.” 


E s a l e n Faster Celebration shows the 
possibilities of creativ e adv enture in re­ 
ligion. During this weekend, the New 
Country Church will lead “ the joy ous 
celebration of rebirth, taking in the en­ 
tire Esalen and Big Sur communities. 
Workshop members will hav e the the op­ 
portunity to construct and participate in 
their own celebration of Faster with the 
Esalen staff and the resident New Coun- 
trv Church Gospel Choir — they sing 


new s on g s of spiritual awakening. 
No single column could adequately 
cov er the topics and projects of Esalen. 
They hav e a large program operating 
in San Francisco. There is also the Esa­ 
len Sealab Program, taking place aboard 
the 9 0-foot barkentine Pride, which sails 
the Caribbean and bey ond. This four- 
month cruise cost $4,000 per person. 
Meeting rooms and liv ing quarters will 
be “ The v essel, the sea and the islands 
. . . Training will include meditation, en­ 
counter work, body and energetics disci­ 
plines. sensitiv ity and sensory awakening

Home Building Slow 


Home-seekers are being hit with 
a 
1-2-3 punch this y ear: 


One—Housing is at its scarcest since 
19 50, despite the fact that the number 
of homes and apartments constructed in 
19 6 9 was the highest in 14 y ears. 


Two—Monthly pay ments are taking a 
bigger chunk out of the av erage Ameri­ 
can's pay check than at any time since 
the Depression. Housing costs, including 
financing, hav e risen twice as fast as the 
av erage price index in the last fiv e y ears. 


The median price of a new house to­ 
day is approaching $27 ,000. By the tradi­ 
tional y ardstick, this means that it takes 
an annual income of nearly $13,000 to 
aford the pay ments. Less than 20 per 
cent of American families meet this test. 


Three—New housing starts in the first 
naif of this y ear will probably be the 
lowest since immediately after World 
War II. Total construction in 19 70 is pro­ 
jected at about 1.1 million units, down 
from 19 6 9 ’s 1.5 million and about a half­ 
million short ol the number needed to 
keep up the demand. 


The major reason for the drop is that 
x ith I )anks and builders hav e run out of 
mortgage money . The former hav e been 


h it hard by sav ings withdrawals as mon­ 
ey has fled to inv estments pay ing higher 
returns. \v a consequence, the latter are 
running out of financing commitments 
before the construction y ear 
h a s fairly 
begun. 
Pollution Priorities

In short, almost ev ery thing that could 
possibly go wrong with the housing situa­ 
tion is going wrong this y ear. That is the 
conclusion of the latest nationwide sur­ 
v ey of the U.S. housing market by Ad­ 
v ance Mortgage Corp. of Chicago. 
The sev ere credit squeeze of 19 6 6 is 
3ne big reason for the current inflation 
m housing, say s the company ’s president, 
Irv ing Rose. It reduced the supply <>f 
skilled 
labor, 
subcontractors, 
builders 
and land >o much that when housing 
picked up again they could command a 
premium for scarcity . 
Now the same thing is happening 
again at a time when housing needs are 
greater than ev er. 
“ At preseent. housing is the first v ic­ 
tim in any brush with inflation.” say s 
Rose. “ As a nation, we make economic 
policy as though housing were ex pend­ 
able. But there will be greater impatience 
this time with a failure to solv e our 
housing problems." 
We m a y y et be driv en to the point of 
declaring housing a national priority , he 
thinks, starting with a goal ol a well- 
housed Amercan and then tailoring our 
fiscal and monetary policies to serv e that 
goal. 
“ Ev en then.” he warns, “ it may not 
be easy to break housing's stop-and-go 
cy cle."

WASHINGTON (AP) — One 
of the Pentagon’s new pieces of 
armament that some senators 
want to shelve is MIRV, a weap­ 
on that was so hush-hush two 
years ago that Defense officials 
prohibited the very mention of 
it. 
For people who will still won- j 
der what MIRV is all about, 
here is a primer: 
Q. What is MIRV? 
A, MIRV is a hydrogen bomb. 
Literally, 
it is 
an 
acronym 
which stands for Multiple Inde­ 
pendently 
Targeted 
Re-Entry 
Vehicle. As a warhead on a mis­ 
sile, it packs an explosive punch 
equivalent to the blast of many 
hundreds of thousands of tons of 
dynamite. 
Q. What does MIRV do? 
A. MfRV rides, in groups of 
three to a dozen, in the upper 
.stages of missiles aboard what 
is called a space bus. One MIRV 
flies to one enemy target; an­ 
other can soar toward a differ­ 
ent target hundreds of miles 
away. 
Q. How does it work? 
A. After the main booster en­ 
gine of a U.S. missile cuts off, 
the space bus proceeds outside 
the atmosphere toward enemy 
territory. Heading in one direc­ 
tion, thd bus drops off or launch­ 
es one of its lethal passengers 
toward the first target, the loca­ 
tion of which is stored in a com­ 
puterized brain on the space 
bus. 
The bus then makes minute 
adjustments in speed and direc­ 
tions with 
its 
retro rockets, 
ejecting a warhead after each 
adjustment. Each warhead can 
be ordered to a different enemy 
base or city, or all can be deliv­ 
ered against the same site.

A. No. Some missiles aboard 
equipped with a multiple war­ 
head upper stage referred to as 
MRV, a sort of junior MIRV. 
MRV—Multiple Re-entry Ve­ 
hicle—throws about three war- 


i heads toward an enemy target i 
| in a scattershot fashion. 
Q. How many missiles will 
I carry MIRVs? 
A. The United States plans to 
convert two-thirds of the Navy’s 
41 Polaris submarines to the Po­ 
seidon missile which can carry 
j the space bus. Each sub carries 
j 16 missiles. On land, a large 
percentage of the Air Force’s 
145ft silo-housed Minuteman I 
j missiles will be equipped with 
! MIRVs. 


Q How much will MIRV co st? 
A. No official price is avail- 
able but the new Minuteman 111 
generation of missiles is likely 
to cost as much or more than 
the present 1,000-missile Minute- 
man force—around Sift billion. 
The fiscal 1070 defense budget 
| includes $606.4 million for Min­ 
uteman III development, testing 
j and procurement. A total of $447 
j million will go for production. 
Q. What is the status of the 
MIRV program?
